I exhort therefore, that firſt of all, Sup- 
plications, Prayers, Interceſſions, and 
giving of Thanks be made for all 
Mer + For Kings, and for all that are 
m Authority, that we may lead a 
quiet and peareable Life in all God- 
Lineſs aud Honeſty. 


HA St. P thought this 
_ RS Admonition or Exhortation to 
—_—\ Fin: of great Importance, 
is 3 evident from the 
Words themſelves, but alſo 
from hence, that he places it 


in the Front of all, beginning his Exhorta- 


tions with this Direction, That Timothy, as 
a Chriſtian Biſhop, ſhould: take care, that 
Publick Offices of Devotion ſhould be made 
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8 The Duty of Praying for KINGS, 


to God, “ for all Men in general; 
and particularly for Kings and Magiſtrates, 
upon whom the Peace and Welfare of the 
World does, in ſo great a meaſure, depe 
What the ſeveral kinds of Devotion here 
mentioned, under the Names of Supplications, 
Prayers, Interceſſions, and Thankſgiomgs ſigni- 
fy, or how they are — to be di- 
inguiſh'd from each other, is not much to 
my preſent Purpoſe to enquire. It is ſuffi- 
cient to obſerve, That by theſe ſeveral Ex- 
preſſions, the Apoſtle deſign d to comprehend 
all ſorts of Prayer, or religious Addreſling 
ourſelves to God, in the Behalf of others, 


as their Caſe requires ; all ſuch Devotions as 


required a Publick Rule or Direction. And 


it is not without reaſon ſuppos d by ſome, 
that St. Paul here exhorts Timothy to ſee 
that proper Forms of Prayer thould be com- 


poſed by him, to be uſed in Publick by the 
Chriſtians, over whom he preſided by St, 


Paul's Appointment. But however this he, 
thus much is certain, that it is an Apoſto-— 


lical Injunction, that Chriſtiavs, in their 
Aſſemblies, ſhould Pray for all Men; and 


that the Governours of the Church ſhould

take care to ſee this done. But becauſe all 


Men cannot be particularly reckon'd up in 
our Prayers; nor indeed all the ſeveral States 
and Conditions of Men, any otherwiſe than 
in general Terms; therefore there is one 
Order of Men more particularly pitch'd

upon to be eſpecially mentioned, - as having 


more than ordinary Influence over all the 
reſt, and that is KI Ns, and all thoſe that 
are in Authority. For Mankind being link d 
together in Society, and a mutual Depen- 
dance upon one another; and Government 
being that which makes this Society ſubſiſt 
in Peace and Order; the moſt compendious 


Way of Praying for All, is, to Pray for 


thoſe, who, under the Providence of God, 
rate the chief Direction of humane Af- 

IS- 

My Deſign at preſent is, not to ſpeak of 
Prayer in general, either as it is a Natural 
Duty which we owe to God the Giver 
of all good things, or as it is a Chriſtian 
Duty urg d upon us by many Precepts of 
Holy Scripture; but particularly to ſhew 
the great Importance and Neceſſity of that 
Branch of it, which the Apoſtle here eſpe- 
cially takes notice of, The Praying for Kings, 
and for. all that are in Authority. 

There are many Conſiderations which make 
this appear to be always a ſeaſonable Duty, 
and fit to be put in Practice as a conſtant 
part of our Devotions z and accordingly it 
makes a part of the Daily Prayers of our 
Church: But there are ſome Seaſons which 
call for it from us with more than ordina- 
ry Earneſtneſs, as particularly ſuch Times 


of Danger and. Trouble - as this which now 
threatens us; when there be ſo many that

are fo far from diſcharging this Duty to —

1 fall Welke endeavour” bang, ts ſlew 
the Obligation we are under conftatily and 
ſeriouſly to diſcharge this Duty, from ſeveral 
Conſiderations, ſuch as, Piety to God, Juſtice 
and Gratitude to our Governours, Charity 
to Mankind, and out own Intereſt arid Flap- 


x. Piety to God, obliges us to pray for 
Kings, and thoſe that are in A It 
is a piece of Service acceptable and well 
pleaſing to him, not only as he has here, by 
his Holy Apoftle, commanded it, but as it is 
an un him for Supreme Lord and Go- 
vernour of the World, 8 whom Aings reign, 
and Princes decree Juſtice. We thereby ac- 
knowledge him to be Vin Ming of of Rings, and 
Lord of Lords, in whoſe Hands are the + Iau 
4, Kings, and he can turn them 48 it Pleafeth 

0 honour them as Miniſters of his 
Providence in the Government of the World, 
and thereby acknowledge all their Power to 
be deriv'd from him; Td! all the Happinefs 
we expect from their Government, to come 
from his Bleſſing: So that we put not our 
Truſt in them, but in him; ; acknowledgin ng, 


chat wirhout his Succour, Affiſtance and Prote- 


ction, 


aud for all in Authority. 11 


ction, they are able to do nothing. This 1s 
ſo far from being an Inftance of Flattery to 
them, that it is indeed a diſclaiming all 
Confidence in Princes, or in any Child of 
Man, and placing our Truft in him alone, 
both for them and ourſelves. It is indeed a Du- 
ty to our Prince to Pray for him; but it is 
an Act of Worſhip and Adoration to Al- 
mighty God, which St. Paul, in the Words 
following the Text, fays, is good and accep- 
table in the fight of God our Saviour. And 
accordingly all Chriſtians, from the time of 
this Injunction of the Apoſtle, did always 
make Prayers for their Princes a part of 
their Sacred Offices, both in their Commu- 
nion Service, and their Daily Devotions ; as 
we may learn from the Remains of the moſt 
ancient Liturgies, from Tertullian, Chryſoſtom, 
atid other ancient Chriſtian Writers, Saint 


Chryſoftom upon this Place, ſays, That all that . 


are admitted to the Communion of the faith- 
ful know this, that every Day, Evening and 
Morning, this is done; and that we make Su p- 
plications for all the World, for Kings, and 
for all in Authority. And in Conformity to 
this Pattern, our own Church has taught us 
daily to Pray for our King in the moſt fer- 
vent manner, in the ſeveral Parts of our Li- 
turgy. And ſurely, if we did ſincerely and 
heartily pray for him as we ought, with an 
hearty Acknowledgment of his being the Mi- 
niſter of God to us for Good, we ſhould

perform an Act of true Pay and Devotion 
to God the Sovereign Lord of all Things, 
and who ruleth over all the Kingdoms of 
the Earth, Piety to God therefore requires 


this from us. 


2. Juſtice and Gratitude to our Gover- 
nours, oblige us to this Duty. We all ex- 
pect the Benefits of Protection, and the Ex- 
ecution of Law and Juſtice from them; that 
they ſbould be a Terror to evil doers, and 4 
Praiſe to thoſe that do well: And are we not 
in Duty bound to do ſomething for them, 
in return for theſe Benefits? The greateſt 
Bleſhngs of common Life, as we are Men 
living 1n Society, are owing to good Govern- 
ment; and they that are at the Head of it muſt 
neceſſarily be expos'd to much Hazard, to 
many Troubles, to great Care and Concern 
for the Welfare of their Subjects. The Pro- 
tection of Innocence and Right, the Preſer- 

vation, Peace, and Order, to ſecure us from 
foreign Attempts, and from inteſtine Miſ- 
chief, that we may reap the Fruits of our 
honeſt Labour and Induſtry in Safety and 
Quiet, and enjoy the the Comforts and Con- 
veniences of Life, ſecure from Wrong and 


Outrage, from Contention and Miſchief, and 


free from Fear and Diſturbance, is owing to 


the Care, and Induſtry, and Vigilance of our 


Governours, who are, in the Apoſtle's Lan- 
guage, Miniſters of God, attending continually 
on 


and for all in Authority. 13 
on this very thing. And is nothing due from 
us for ſo much Good? Surely we ought to 
aſſiſt them, by allthe Ways we can, in the Diſ- 
charge of ſo weighty an Office, and which 
is ſo much to our Advantage. This of Prayer is 
the chief Return that moſt of us can make them 
for all their Care, and the only one that ſome of 
us can make ʒ and, when duly perform'd, tis the 
beſt that any of us can make; and this they 
conſtantly need, and require from us. They are 
employed in Affairs of the greateſt Moment, 
to our Welfare ; their Buſineſs is a Matter 
of great Difficulty, requiring great Wiſdom 
and Prudence, great Courage and Reſoluti- 
on; ſo that they ſtand in continual need of 
extraordinary Meaſures of the Gifts and Gra- 
ces of the Spirit of God, to direct them to 
reſolve wiſely, and to determine juſtly 5 and 
they want his Succour and Protect ion, to car- 
ry them thro' their beſt Deſigns with Succeſs 
and Honour. They are expos'd to many 
more Dangers than private Men, both of 
ſecret Villanies and open Violence. They 
are ſubject to the ſame natural Infirmities as 
others, and are expos'd to many more Temp- 
tations, by reaſon of their High Station. 
They have leſs Reſtraint upon their Wills, 
many Flatterers, and few faithful and diſin- 
tereſted Adviſers. So that of all others they 
moſt need as well as moſt deſerve our Pray- 
ers to God for them, that he would keep their 
Hearts in his Faith, Fear, and Love, op 

they

they may evermore have Affiance in him, 
ever ſeek his Honour and Glory. | 


Our Prayers are a juſt Debt for the Bene- 
fits which we receive from Government; 
and a part of that grateful Tribute which 
we are ever bound to pay to our Benefa- 
ctors, as all good Princes certainly are ; and 
a part of that Honour and Reverence, which 
by God's Command 1s due to them : And we 
cannot omit them, without being wanting in 
that Obedience which we owe them. All 
Kings require this of their Subjects, who 
have any Belief of the Providence of God, 
both Chriſtians and Heathens : And all Sub- 
jets have ever thought themſelves bound 
to pay it, while they retain d any Senfe of 
their Duty and Allegiance, | | 


When the Perſian King Darius made a 
Decree to reſtore the Jews to their Wor- 
ſhip at Jeruſalem, and to furniſh the Elders 
and Prieſts with Sacrifices for that Purpoſe, 
it is with this Condition, that they might of 

fer Sacrifices of ſweet Savour un- 
Ezra 6. 10. to the God of Heaven, and pray 
AI for ory the King and his 
Sons : And ſurely we have now as great 


reaſon to pray for the King and his Royal 
-Off-ſpring, as any People ever had; they 
being, under God, the only viſible Securit

both of our Eſtabliſn'd Religion and Civil 
Liberties. . ? 


3. Charity to Mankind, obliges us to this 
Duty of pray ing for Kings and Governours. 
The Text enjoins, that Supphcations, ' Pray- 
ers, Interceſſions, and | Thankſgrongs be naue 
for all Men : And if no more than this had 
been added, common Reafon would have 
taught us that Kings and Magiſtrates, as the 
moſt eminent Order of Men, muſt neceſſa- 
rily habe been firſt included in the Precept; 
but they are eſpecially mentioned, as having 
the moſt general relation to all Men; ſo that 
in praying particularly for Them, we do, in 
ſome ſort, pray for all Men at the ſame time; 
the Bleflings that are beſtow'd upon them, 
having a common Influence upon all that are 
under them. The Chriſtian Law, which is 
founded in univerfal Charity and Good-will, 
obliges us, as we have Opportunity to do 
good unto all Men, and therefore to pray 
for all Men, becauſe this is a Way of . 
Good, and exerciſing Kindneſs to all; whic 
every Man has Power and Opportunity to 
do, that has no other way perhaps of doing 
it to any, or, at leaſt, but to very few. Our 
Prayers and good Wiſhes may reach to all; 
and the pooreſt Man may this way exerciſe 
his Charity to the greateſt and higheſt of 
Men: And im this Inftance he complies with 
the Vill of God our Saviour, to whom, as the

1] Apoſtle ſays, This i good and acceptable; 
becauſe he would have all Men tobe ſaved, and 
i! come to the knowledge of the Truth. And if this 


| Law of Charity requires this from us to all 
[1 Men, much more to Kings, and thoſe in Au- 
4 thority 3 becauſe every Man has a nearer 
þ Concern and greater Intereſt in their Wel- 
1 fare than in moſt others. They are related 
f to every Member of the Publick ; and, by 
| p reaſon of their eminent Station, :are obſerv'd 
| by all; whereas others are not known, or 
not obſerv'd, and ſo cannot fall under an 

diſtin& Notice either in our Prayers or Good. 
will. And this is the only way that Per- 
ſons of mean Condition have of ſhewing Cha- 
i rity and Good-will towards them ; and there- 
ö fore we ſhould all be glad of this Opportuni- 
. ty of doing them good; and eſpecially be- 
| cauſe the Publick Welfare depends upon 
| them : So that to pray for a Bleſſing upon 
1 them, is Charity to the Publick ; the Publick 
WW > Happineſs is, in a great meaſure, bound up 
| | in their Safety z and they cannot come to an 
1 Danger, but what will be of Miſchief to the 
it Publick. 


To love our Country, and to defire its 
Il. Happineſs and Proſperity, and to promote its 
| Welfare with all .our Power, is a noble and 
generous Charity ; and therefore, to pray for 
| the Peace of Church and State, is a Duty re- 
| commended in Holy Scripture, as highly 
100 expreſſive 


and for all in Authority. 17 
expreſſive of Good - will to it: Oh, pray for the 
Peace of Jeruſalem : they ſhall projper that 
love thee. Peace be within t alls, and 
Plenteouſneſs within thy Palaces. But we 
cannot more effectually perform this Duty, 
than by earneſtly praying for the Bleſling of 
God upon Him who is the Head of Church 
and State, 


4. From hence we may farther obſerve, 
That our-own Intereſt and Happineſs oblige 
us to this Duty. For if we are Parts of the 
Publick, whoſe Good we ought to ſeek ; and 
if the Publick Welfare be ſo much concern'd 
in the Welfare of the Prince who protects 
itz then, in praying for him, we do, in ef- 
fect, pray for ourſelves. And it is not only 
a part of the matter of our Prayers for Kings, 
and for all in Authority, that under them we 
may live a quiet and peaceable Life in all God- 
lineſs and Honeſty ; but this will be the Re- 
ſult and Effect of having all our Petitions 
for them granted. Every real Bleſſing to 
them, will be a Bleſſing to thoſe that are un- 
der them. The Happineſs and Sg of the 
King, is the Security of the People; his Ho- 
nour and Reputation, is their Glory, being 
founded on ſuch Virtues and Qualities as 
tend to their Advantage. His Wealth and Pro- 
ſperity, is their Support and Defence againſt 
Foreign Invaſion or Domeſtick Faction, and 
his Power their Protection. His good or ill

Succeſs. muſt neceſfarily affect their Fortunes. 
The Juſtice, the m, the Valour, the 
Mercy of a King, are all fo many Bleſimps 
to each of his Swbjeas. Mis Virtue and Pie- 


ty is of the ce; not only 
to their vin quirt ani pruceubit Eides, but 
to their Gbulineſ and for his Exam- 
ple will have a mighty Inftuence- en their 


Manners : So that his Practice will often work 
more powerfully than this Commands: Aud 
therefore; if we have any Concern for the 
Eſtabliſment of Virtue and Religion, we 
ought feriouſly to pray that God would re- 
plemſh the King's with-the- Glace of 
his- Holy Spirit, chat he may ' always incline 
to Hi Wat. and wilk in Bs Way ; that under 
Him we may be godly as well asquietly go- 
verned: And that He would grant unto His 
whole Council, aud to alF that are put in 
Authority under tim; that they may truly 
and indifferently miniſter Juſtice to the Pu- 


1 niſhment of Wiekednefd and Viee, and to the 
| Maintenance of true Religion and Virtue. 


thdeed; ſotnetimes it happens that the Morals 
of a People are f6- corrupted] that the beft 
Rxample of a Prinee can have but little Ef- 
eck upor them ; and then he will not be 
able to procure a Hleſſing fer them ; but, on 
the contrary, they wille a Means of making 
him miſerable; and he will fall into Mlisfor- 
runes, for a Purniſtrnent to their Sins, as it 
happemd to the good King Job, and divers 


others, 
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avd for all in Authoritß. 19 
others, who have been involvd in the 
common Calamities of a wicked People. 
For Princes and People waking up but 
one Body Politick, are in Scripture: 
ſented, as often puniſh'd with and for 
Sins of each other. And therefore to make 
our Prayers for Kings, and conſequently 
for our own Happineſs, effectual, we muft a- 
mend our Ways, and live ſo as that God 
may accept of our Devotions : For if we con- 
tinue to do wickedly, we have reaſon to 
fear his Judgments upon both. But if our 
Prayers be ſuch as they ought, accompanied 
* and Amendment of Life, 
put up to God with Faith and Fervency 
of Devotion, we need not doubt of the good 
Succeſs of them: For he who' commands us to 

ray, intends us Good thereby ; and if we 
— not, it is either becauſe we ask not, or 
becauſe we ask anne. 


Theſe Conſiderations which 1 have men- 
tioned are general: And ſuch as make it a 
Duty at all times to pray for Amgs, and for 
all in Authority, that under them we may lead 
4 quiet and peactable Life, in all Godlineſs 
and Honey. But there are ſome Times and 
Seaſons: that require this Duty from us in a 
more than ordinary manner; ſuch as Times 
of Trouble and Diſtreſs, of Publick Dan- 
ger and Diſtraction, when Tumults and Se- 
ditions ariſe, when Rebellions or Invaſions 

C 2 threaten 
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threaten the Common Tranquillity ; then it 
is time to make our more fervent Addreſſes 
to the Throne of Grace, that we may find 
Mercy to help us in time of need. When we 
have reaſon to fear God's juſt Diſpleaſure 
ready to be executed upon us, for our mani- 
fold Provocations, for our Vices and Wicked-' 
neſſes of all kinds, for our Infidelity and 
Profaneneſs, our Diſſoluteneſs of Manners, 
our Contempt or Neglect of all Religious Du- 
ties 3 and ſurely ſuch is now our Caſe. Fa- 
ction and Diviſion have long raged among 
us, and made us forget that Reverence towards 
} God, and Obedience to our Governours, 
that Charity towards our Neighbours, and 
| Sobriety of Converſation, which is the Life 
| and Soul of Religion. Our Inſenſibleneſs 
1 for paſt Mercies and Deliverances, and our 


Unconcernedneſs for that Purity of Religi- 
iq! on which we enjoy, and which 1s,- as it were, 
become vile in our Eyes, are things that 

| look with a very uncomfortable Aſpect upon 
Il us. It is then high time for all of us to be- 
1 think ourſelves wherein we have contributed 
to this Evil by any ſinful Courſe, and to 
it repent of it, to think of defeating our Ene- 
| mies, by reforming ourfelves, and living fo 
| as to make God our Friend and Protector. 

| It is time to awake and cry mightily unto 
God, that he would have Mercy upon us, 
and ſave us; that he would ſtrengthen the 
Hands, and eſtabliſh the Throne of our moſt 


Graci- 
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Gracious Sovereign ; that he would protect 
His Perſon, and proſper His Counſels, and 
defeat the wicked Deſigns of all thoſe that riſe 
up againſt Him. We have, bleſſed be God, 
a Kino greatly diſpoſed to make us a happy 

People, and, by His Wiſdom and Experi- 
ence in Government, well fitted for it; a 
Prince of great Goodneſs of Temper, as well 
as of ſedate Courage and Reſolution ; One 
that hath never given us the leaſt occaſion 
for any thing but Prayers for His long Life 
and Proſperity, that under His Shadow we 
may be ſafe: And yet how many are ſo 
ungrateful to Him, as, inſtead of Praying for 
Him, ſeek: by Lying and Calumny to abuſe 
His Perſon, and vilify His Government. 
Even ſome of thoſe who have formerly pre- 
tended to a more Unlimited Obedience to 
Princes than all others, have, notwithſtand- 
ing their Oaths of Allegiance, and- all the 
Ties of Religion or Gratitude, entred into 
a black Conſpiracy to raiſe a Rebellion 
againſt him : And, as if they were weary 
of the Proteſtant Religion, which they pre- 
tended to profeſs, and of which, under God, 
he is now the great viſible Support, have 
invited a Popill Pretender to claim His 
Crowns. It looks like a divine Infatuation, when 
Numbers can be given up to this Folly. But 
ſurely it is time for thoſe who are not yet 
infected with this Madneſs, to think of pre- 
venting that Judgment which theſe 3

ſeem to threaten, and to act as thoſe that 
love their King 2nd their Country, that are 
willing to preſerve their Religion, their Laws, 
CES And to this purpoſe, let us 
in ſeriouſly with a Reformation of our 
own Lives, and with à fincere Practice of 
that Religion which we profeſs, _— our- 
ſeluos from all Pollutions both of Fleſb and pri, 
and perfefiing Holineſs in the Fear of God; 
then we may have reaſon to hope that God 
will hear our Prayers, and look graciou 
upon us, and delwer us from all rhoſe Evi 
that threaten us, But we muſt alſo uſe our 
gun honeft Endeavours, in our ſeveral Sta- 
tions, to remove them, by diſcouraging all 
Tumults and Seditions, not hearkening to 
ſuch as would ſeduce us from our Allegi 
ance to our Gracious Sovereign, by invent ing 
wicked Lyes, and ſpreading malicious Stories, 
to weaken or diſeradit his Government, Let 
us who are private Perſons ſtudy to be quiet, 
and to do qur own Buſineſs, and not meddle 
with theſe who ave given to change. And ſince 
our only {ure Ground of Confidence for liu- 
ng 4 and peacegble Life in all Godli- 
neſs and. Honeſty, is, in the Providence of God, 
the beſt way te incline that Providence to 
favour us, is, to join a ſincere and conſcien- 
tiaus Obſervance of the Laws of God with 
our hearty Prayers for the King's Majeſty, 
that God would lang: preferve His Royal Fer- 
12: im 
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Him in Ln my Counts for the 2 
Good, and ma im 4 wer of Byreucb- 
es, and 4 Reſſorer of Paths =p 5h, Log Let 
us pray, as Tertullian tells us the Primitive 
Chriſtians did for their Emperors, That God 
would grant him « long Life, a ſecure Reign, a 
ſafe Family, valiant Armies, a faith ul Senate, 
a lojal- People. a quiet World,” and whatever 
as Man or a Kang, 1s fit to an for him. 
I fhall conclude therefore with one of 
hoſe” Prayers which the Church has provided 
for the Day of His Majeſty's Happy Inau- 
guration: 5 e eh 
O moſt Gracious God, who haſt. ſet thy Ser- 
vant GEORG E our King upon the Throne 
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his Anceſtors, we gt humbly: beſeech thee tio 


protect him on the ſame from all Dangers to 
which He may be exposd : Hide Fim , the 
gathering together of the Froward, and from 
_ the lefevre ion of wicked Doers. Do thou 
weaken the Hands, the Deſigns, and de- 
feat the Enterprizes of all his Enemies; that 
no ſecret Conſpiracies, nor open Violences may 
diſquiet his Reign : But that, being ſafely kept 
under the Shadow of thy Wing, and rted 
by thy Power, He may triumph over all Oppo- 
ſition; that þo the World may acknowledge thee 
to.be his Defender and mighty Deliverer in all 
Difficulties and Adverſities, through Teſs 
Chriſt our Lord.
